General Inspections. 


During the year a large number of houses have been inspected 
for defects. {tn most cases such defects have been given attention as 
a result of informal action. 


_It must be borne in mind, however, that as and when more new 
houses are available the department will set a much higher standard. 


Overcrowding. 


It is regretted that one cannot say overcrowding is on the 
decrease but the Tenancy Committee of the Council keep the matter in 
mind when letting houses. 


Housing Schemes. 
At the close of the year, the following was the position:- 


Sewerage systems completed and roadworks ready to receive surfacing in 
the Parishes of Carrington, Millington and Tabley Superior. Roadwork 
and surface-water sewerage systems in progress in Parishes of Ashley and 
Plumley. 

The erection of 28 brick Houses in the Parish of Millington, also 
10 Brick Houses in the Parish of Peover Superior and the remaining two brick 
Houses in the Parish of Mere were complcted during the year.

Milk and Dairies. 


As acntioned in my opening remarks the following notes refer 
to the period ending 30th Septomber. 


Inspections were carried out as in previous years and many 
improvements completed. The County Council were the Liceusing Authority 
in connection with Special Designations. 


Moat and Food Inspection. 


Due to arrangements for centralised slaughtering, there is 
practically no meat inspection carried out in the areca. 


Rodent Control. 


Work has continued by the Health Dupurtment staff at 
non-agricultural properties and the methods employed are thoso 
recommended by the Ministry of Food. Results have, been very 
gratifying during the year. 


Durine tho your a further 10% test was carried out on the 
Couucil'’s sewers and as the result was negative, the Ministry of 
Agriculture gave an exemption for one year. 
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
